THE HAWAIIAN COLONY. 


THE Hawaiian colony in Skull Valley, 
Utah, though few in numbers, has 
made an excellent showing this year, 
in their new experience in making a 
settlement of their own. A number 
of them emigrated from the Sandwich 
Islands, and engaged in various avoca- 
tions, In 1889 it was determined to 
place them in a position to enhance 
their material interests, and Elder H. 
H. Cluff, who had charge of the 
colony Ae ov. 3, 1890, makes his 


sult. In substance it is as follows: 
On the 3rd day of November the 
Hawaiians had just r their 
harvest and threshing of grain and 
housed the same, which amounted to 
1,826 bushels of wheat, 1,837 bushels 
of barley, 2,267 bushels of oats ; and 
552 bushels of corn. In addition to 
the grain, they had 590 tons of hay 
350 bushels of potatoes, 25 tons of 
beets and mangelwurzels, 20 tons of 


squashes, and 50 bushels of turnips 
besides quantities "Of, garden, 
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The natives, in connection with the | 


Elders, who aré sent as missiovaries, 
to look after the interests and welfare 
of the people, have jointly produced 
this harvest, the whole of which will 
be utilized for the benefit aad susten- 
ance of the colony. Every able-bodied 
native finds constant employment on 
the farm, looking after stock or cut- 
lug out lumber for building. Bread- 

stuff, groceries, clothing, meat, build- 
ing material and cash are furnished 
the natives in payment for their 
labor. Almost all of them are paid 
$30 per month. There are white men 
experienced farmers, mechanics, and 
stock men, who manage the various de- 
partments of industry, and in these de- 
ents the natives are taught, 


with a view of finally qualifying them | be 


to manage and direct their own buai- 
ness, All of them are reasonably 
comfortable in houses and clothing, 
so that none need suffer during the 
approaching winter. Houses, food 
and clothing have been furnished 
them from the beginning, whether 
they were able to meet payment in 
labor or not, and their condition to- 
day is fifty per cent better than hun- 
dreds of families who settled in the 
country at an early day, and far better 
than many years after they emigrated 
there from the Old World. The sys- 
tem of care and supply is such that 
no cases of want need occur. The 
colony is in a flourishing condition, 
with the most flattering prospects for 
a future of prosperity for its mem- 
rs.

John Burroughs formulates the follow- 
ing questions: If the facts or truths 
revealed are above reason, how can 
the fact of the revelation itself be 
proved to reason? Is faith itself rea- 
fallacy evident! implied i 
0 evidently implied in 
these questions is tbis: Some of the 


fundamental facts revealed are such 


that they cannot be demonstrated to 
the human reason, ‘therefore, they are 
unreasonable and must be rejected ; 
faith in them is unreasonable. For 
instance, the existence of a personal 
God, the incarnation, a coming retri- 
bution, etc., are revealed facts. But 
because they cannot be demonstrated 
to the human reason in the same way 
as mathematical propositions, men 
are justified in rejecting them as un- 
reasonable. 
Although this fallacy is very com- 
mon among the modern agnostics, it 
any who is capable of reason- 
4 at all.

If the historical 
authority of the Old Testament 
Scriptures is to be overthrown, it 
must be by other arguments than 
the unwarranted assumption that 
letters were unknown in the epoch 
which they claim to record.”

The steamship Maryland experienced the full force of the gale. Her captain, boatswain, 
and second cook were dashed against the rails, and were instantly killed, and others of 
the crew received seriqus injury. Four hundred head of cattle died during the storm, 
being smothered i in the holds. The vessel was badly damaged. 

A survey has just been made of the Niagara Falls, and the engineers’ report was pre- 
sented’ on Dec. 9th to the State Commissioners. It shows the total mean recession of the 
- Horseshoe Falls since 1742, when the first survey was made, to be 104 feet 6 inches. 
The maximum recession of the American Falls is 30 feet 6 inches. The length of the 
_ crest has increased from 2,260 to 3,010 feet by the washing away of the embankment. 
The total area of the recession of the American Falls is 32,900 square feet, and that of 
275, 400 feet. 


-: Gatvuston, Dec. 9.—Despatches received here from Juarez, Mexico, 8 extra- 
eee neee there, followed by sanguinary fighting. A series of bullfights has been 
taking place in the town, of the most brutal and blood-thirsty kind. The bulls were of the 
_ fiercest type, and the human fighters in some cases only escaped from the encounters with 
severe injuries. Horses were gored in a shocking manner, many falling in the arena. 
The bulls were horribly mutilated. These sickening scenes appear. to have fascinated 
the populace of Juarez, who all flocked to the display, and among them the soldiers of 
the garrison were present in large numbers. Taking advantage of the weakened forces, 
the military convicts at the barracks made a sudden attack upon the sentries, shooting 
-down three, and then eseaped to the mountains, taking a plentiful supply of arms and 
ammunition with them. The troops, on returning to the barracks, were formed into a 
purauing party, and the convicts were tracked to their lair, where they were surrounded. 
A sanguinary fight followed, in which there was much firing on both sides, In the end 
three of the convicts were shot, and four captured. The prisoners were shot at sunrise 
next day. | 
Nxw York, Dec. 11.—A despatch from Pine Ridge announces that a courier has ro- 
ported that the hostile Indians on the White River held a stormy council on Monday, 
and deeided upon returning to the agency, and also, it is said, upon restoring stolen stock.

0 LAW TO ALL THE SAINTS. 

— 

Tux principle of tithing is — referred to among the Latter-day 
Sainte, but not more so than its importance requires. It is a law that 
was observed by the Lord’s people anciently, when they found favor in 
His sight; and when they neglected it tribulation came upon them, and 
they were accounted as having robbed Him. To those who conform 
strictly to the principle of tithing the Lord says that He will pour out 
blessings abundantly upon them. Tens of thousands of Latter-day Saints 
have realized, and are to-day realizing the fulfillment of this promise. 
They are being blessed in basket and in store, and the gifts of the Spirit 
are showered upon them. Not that the law of tithing is the only one to 
be observed to receive this reward, but it is one that is necessary, and the 
member of the Church who pays his tithing in the season thereof is usually 
found in the line of duty in other matters. Upon the subject of the briny 
ciple under consideration, the Lord says: 

Behold, now it is called to-day (until the coming of the Son of Man), 
and verily it is a day of — mat and a day for the tithing of my people. 
Another promise that is associated with the strict observance of this 
law is that he that is tithed shall not be burned at the coming of the 
Lord. The law may not have been enforced as strictly among the Saints 
scattered abroad as it is by those in Zion; but it is just as obligatory 
upon the former as upon the latter. Those who have gathered with the 
body of the Church have doubtless.adhered to the principle more closely 
than many of those who are scattered, and have thus done better in reap- 
ing the reward; for the enforcement of this law is entirely voluntary. 
There is no compulsion in it. It is given to the Saints, and if they ob- 
serve it, they will receive the blessing; if they do not give heed to it, they 
will be held responsible for rejecting a law of God which has been re- 
vealed for their temporal as well as their spiritual salvation. No mem- 
ber of the Church, from the President to the latest member, is exempt 
from it. It is a standing law unto them forever,” and those who do not 
obey it will not be found worthy to abide among the Sainte in Zion. It 
is by this law that the land of Zion is to be sanctified, and if the people do 
not observe it, the land shall not be Zion to them. 
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As to the amount that the Lord requires at our hands, it is one-tenth 
ot all our interest annually, neither taking from nor adding thereto. Not 
a tenth of any excess that we may have, but a tenth of our interest, our 
earnings. The tithing is a free will offering unto the Lord, for use in 
: establishing His work upon the earth. To those who give it in another 

spirit, there is not the blessing attached, because the will to make the 
offering strictly in harmony with the divine principle is lacking. The 
Lord has said: 

A man being evil cannot do that which is good; for if he offereth a 

gift, or or prayeth es except he shall do it with real intent, it profit- 

eth or be 10 is nee —— 

ness. For behold fe ing e veth a i - 

ingly; wherefore it is counted unis him the same as if he had 25 
the gift; wherefore he is counted evil before the Lord. 

Thus we can see the necessity of observing the law of paying tithes to 
the Lord in the spirit thereof. And if he that giveth a gift grudgingly is 
counted evil, how much more so will be the one who does not even ad- 
‘vance 80 far as to offer the gift. But to the Saints the principle is that 
‘tithes should be paid as a voluntary, free-will offering; that the law, 
which is one of sacrifice, may be fulfilled for the building up of the king- 
dom of God. 

The Lord has decreed that a day of burning shall be visited upon the 
earth at His coming, when “they that do wickedly shall be as stubble.” 
He further says in this connection: “And I will not spare any that re- 
main in Babylon.” If the Saints who are scattered abroad will carefully 
consider these things, they will understand the great importance to them- 
selves of failing not to render the offering of their tithes unto the Lord. 
By complying with His commandment, they are made heirs to His 
promise of protection in the great day of burning, and also of an inheri- 
tance in Zion; for they will sanctify the land of Zion unto the Lord, and 
it will be a land of Zion to them. Let those who are numbered among 
the Saints be faithful and diligent in keeping this law, that the choice 
blessings predicated upon it may be poured out upon them. The Lord has 
opened the windows. of heaven for their benefit, if they will but comply 
‘with His will so that He may bestow on them the reward. J. Hy A

THE INDIAN BELIEF. 

‘Apropos of the present excitement among the American Indians aad 
their claims about the coming of the Messiah, the following incident, 
taken by President Brigham Young from his journal, will be read with 
interest. It shows that the idea has been among the n. tor 
some years. The narrative is as follows: 

Business had brought me to the little town of Woodruff, which is * 
ted just below the confluence of the streams Show Low and Colorado 
Chiquito, on the northern slope of the Mogollon range of mountains, in 
Apache County, Arizona. It was on the 27th of April, 1887, that I 
there listened to the following report given by Seth Dunstan a 
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Marion Owens, who were two of a small.company who were encamped 
seven miles north of Fort Apache, Arizona, about a month previous; 
while they were preparing to make themselves comfortable for the 
night, several Apache Indians came into camp, and one of them was rec- 
ognized as Alchesa, chief of the Apaches who were located on the White 
Mountain Reservation. Alchesa expressed a strong desire to talk, and 


was very particular to learn if all present were “Mormons.” He said, 


“The Gentiles do not believe that God talks to the Indian, and we meet 


abuse and ridicule when we mention to them what the Great en * 


us to do to please Him.“ 

When the chief was satisfied that none but “Mormons” were . 
he said, through his interpreter, whom he brought with him: Why do 
not Mormons visit us and teach our people as they teach the Navajos? 
Your men show them how to build houses to live in, and how to be 


cleanly i in their habits. You teach them to plow their land and plant 
their corn and melons properly; and you seek out for the Navajos arroyas 


(dry water-ways), and teach them how to construct dams to hold the 


floods of water that come down in the rainy season, with which to water 


their crops and furnish water for their families, and flocks, and herds, 
during the dry season, when but little water can be found in this country. 
Besides, you tell them how to worship God, and teach them the history of 
their forefathers, who lived long ago upon this land, and were white like 
you are; and also that the Lord is coming to the earth again. We know 
He is coming, for He has told us so. Do you know when He is coming?” 

No.“ 

“Well, I can tell you. He will come in four years. Yes, we know the 
Lord is coming, but we do not know how to prepare for His coming You 
know how to make ready for the coming of the Lord, and we demand 
that you send men among us to teach us as you are teaching the Navajos. 
We are ignorant and have no means of obtaining knowledge like you 
have. You hear often from many people. You have books and papers; 
you can read and write. We have no source of gaining information only 
by way of what we hear, and there are few people who will stop to talk 
with an Indian, to tell him what is going on in the world. Why is it that 
the Gentiles are all rich and Mormons and Indians are all poor? When 
the Lord comes, will He prevent the Gentiles from persecuting the Mor- 
mons and Indians? For they seem to hate all these people who have done 
them no harm. When the Lord appears, will He resurrect all the 
Endians? The earth is old, and trembles like an old man; it must soon 
be changed; it can’t live much longer. Can I learn to read and write, or 
am I too old? We want all these things taught to us and to our children. 


Will your great captain send men to us, who will teach us the things we 


want to know? For we are poor, ignorant Indians, but we have a ee 
desire to become wiser and better.” 

T have detailed the questions this savage put to my W on that 
gocasion; but no pen can describe the anguish experienced by these noble 
red men when they talk of the wrongs inflicted upon their race, and the 


gradual wasting away of their people, once so mighty in the land. 
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AN ENGINE OF OPPRESSION. 


Ong of the most important demands that the Irish Home Rule party 
makes is that the control of the police in [reland shall be given into the 
hands of an Irish parliament. Lord Salisbury, in discussing this matter 
from an antagonistic position, in his speech of December 3, made use of 
the following language: | 


If you give to any man the entire control of the administration of 
justice, from the judge who sits upon the bench to the policeman who 
_ executes the writ, you really have all legislation with respect to property 

at yourcommand. No matter what Parliament may enact, if the judges 
are biassed, if the policemen are employed to carry out one set of objects, 
the rights of owners of property will not be protected by any nominal 
laws that may be enacted. But this provision with respect to the police 
Strikes me as a matter of extraordinary ingenuity. Depend upon it the 
| . of England will never allow their brothers in the North of Ireland 
o be handed over to a police entirely controlled by their enemies. 

_ In brief, the British premier states that the control of the administra - 

tors of the law places within the reach of those who possess it a terrible 
engine of oppression when it is directed against the rights of the people. 
With regard to Ireland, that power is now in the hands of the imperial 
government. Lord Salisbury has doubtless witnessed instances of its 
misuse. To find probably more flagrant examples, he has but to direct 
his attention to the United States, in the dealings of that government 
with the Territories, particularly Utah. The latter place was given a 
Territorial form of Government in 1850, three years subsequent to the 
arrival of the Pioneers in the Valley of the Great Salt Lake. The gov- 
. ernors, judges, marshals, election supervisors, postmasters, and all Terri- 
torial officers of importance are appointed by the President of the United 
States, chiefly from among those who are non-residents of the Territory. 
The members of the legislature are the most important officers left to the 

selection of the people, and their acts are subject to the absolute veto 
power of the governor. | 

United States marshals, which stand in relation to the residents of 
‘Utah the same as the government police do to the Irish people, have dele- 
gated to them almost unlimited powers. They not only exercise the 


duties of marshals, sheriffs and constables under national and local laws, 


but seize upon and arrest witnesses without process of subpena. They 
are in fact an all-powerful weapon of oppression, and have been made the 
most liberal use of in this capacity, by the general government, among 
particularly the “ Mormon” portion of the population. Most of the gov- 
ernors who have held office in Utah during the past quarter of a century, 
have taken advantage of their position to deprive citizens of the few 
rights nominally left them under the territorial system of vassalage. The 
judges have been, with rare exceptions, strongly biassed against the 
people among whom they were sworn to administer justice. The marshals 
have been uniformly employed to carry out one set of objects, and that 
set one which was opposed to the welfare of those who were by law sub- 
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ject unto them, and in favor of the ambitious and selfish designs of the 
officers. 

Truly, as Lord Salisbury says will be the case under such circumstances, 
the rights of the people have not been protected by the nominal laws. 
Nor has the abuse been confined to the officials sent out to Utah. The 
present chief executive of the nation is not without his share of the re- 
sponsibility in these matters. One instance will serve to illustrate: J udge 
Sandford, an eminent member of the New York bar, had been appointed 
as Chief Justice of Utah. He was endeavoring to adminster the laws im- 
partially, making no distinction on account of class or creed. But Presi- 
dent Harrison was not pleased with him, and removed him from office 
because the judge’s course “was not in harmony with the President's 
n in Utah affairs.“ 

Thus has the government pursued a policy of hostility and oppression 
toward the “Mormons” in Utah. Biassed judges, with a constabulary 
appointed and controlled in accordance with their wishes, have been the 
weapon in the hands of the enemies of the people, to carry out their own 
interpretation of the law. Base and cruel have been the injuries thereby 
inflicted upon the Latter-day Saints, in person and property, and which 
are still being inflicted upon them by those who regard not the rights of 
their fellowmen, but seek to gratify their worldly pride and ambition at 
the expense of those over whom they have power. | 

In this respect the government of the United States has a terrible day 
of reckoning with that Just One, who will mete out to them the measure 
of their misdeeds. The despoiling of the Saints, the contumely that has 
been heaped upon them, the imprisonments they have suffered, and the 
premature graves that have been filled in violation of the principles of 
justice, will surely demand a recompense! 

In all their drivings and wanderings; in all 1 times of destitution 
and sorrow; in all the tribulations and persecutions that have been 
heaped upon them without cause and without stint, they have borne 
themselves as a people with Christian fortitude and patience, They 
have plead with their enemies to turn from unrighteousness; they have 
entreated their oppressors to repent of their evil deeds; they have sup? 
plicated the rulers of the land to measure out justice to them; they have 
warned the wicked of the judgments of God which follow transgression; 
they have returned good for evil, and have prayed for those who have des- 
pitefully used them; they have shown their love for those who have hated 
them by holding out the olive branch and proclaiming the Gospel of peace 
and salvation; they have followed the example of the Divine Master, and 
while they are passing through adversity with long-suffering, meekness 
and love unfeigned, they leave the result in the hands of the Great Jeho- 
vah. For those who have been and now are their oppressors they have 
no feeling but that of charity, leaving judgment with Him who has said, 
Vengeance is mine; I will repay.” : J. H. A.

6:30 p. m. After the opening exer- 
cises Elder Critchlow testified to hav- 
ing a knowledge of the Gospel, and 
invited all who would have the same 
blessing, to obey the principles upon 
which it was predicated, 

Elder Douglass said the principles 
taught by the Latter-day Saints were 
in strict harmony with the teachings 
of the Bible. He referred those who 
desired a testimony of the Gospel to 
the words of Christ: “My doctrine 
is not mine but His that sent me.
